Theéeash vanitis used more than all 
the others combined, in the daily trans- 
action of business, and pre.enis more 
interesting features. It is .comsirycted 
onthe most approved modern priucipies, 
and is, stricily speaking, an iron-bound 

ment lined with gold and silver. 
wa'ls, floor, and ceiling are of 
chilled iren; builtin sections. 

These walls are over a foot thick, 
the space between the inner and oucer 
piates of iron being filled with heavy 


j iron bails, forming a compact mass, 


the removal of which would “require 


» tnuch time, skill and Jabor. 


The Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing; Where all our national currency is 
manufactured, o@cupies a large brick 
buiiding built expressly forit, at a cost 
of some $300,000. 1t has three stories 
and a hich basement, and is in the 
Romaneswue style of arehitecture. 

Here 25) plate presses are worked by 
hand, and over 500 men and women 
employed in the processes of printing 
Shevts of dbank-notes, bonds and intcr- 
nal revenue stam ps. : 

The long, spacious room, running the 
entire length of the third story, is a 
scene of intense activity during business 
hours. Six hundred sheets perday are 
printed on each press, and aftereach im- 
pression the delicate copper and steel 
plate must be removed from the preéss, 
carefully wiped dry, polished with 
whiting, inked and then returned to its 
piace for.another impression. 

The fibre paper. must be handled ex- 
pertly,;and everything about the work 
dene with precision and care. All is 
perfect system and exactness here. 

The greenbacks and other securities 
issued by the Government, from the 
t.me the paper is. manufactured until 
the finished note is issued, aresubjected 
to a system of registering and checking 
at every step, so minute and precise, 
that the chance of any error or dishonesty 
in the handling of this most valuable 
product is reduced to a minimum, 

The sheets, before being wet, are 
delivered te the plate printers, counted 
and eharged to them. and avain counted 
in the presence of a lady assistant, who 
ceri.fies tothe count. Attached to the 
anacnine by whieh the wetting fs done 
are registers which automatically count 
the sheets a third time as they pass 
through. 

Next comes the examining division, 
where, after the fourth count tie 
sheets are dried and counted the fifth 
Linke. ady experts thea examire the 
she ts, and those which are provnounced 
perfect go into the hydrautic press, 
jrom which powerful) machines t.ey 
emerce in a smooth state teady ior 
printing. . t 

Any sheets spoiled in printing—too 
light or too dark or otherwise imperfect 
—are thrownout by the examiner, but 
cannot be destroyed until after 
passing through a regular preserived 
course, 

The lettering and numbering divisions, 
and the eusraving. dirisiveu, on the 


other floots, are interesting also. 

Visitors are, permitted to inspect all 
the divisions of the bureau, and a 
guide is provided. to conduct all: who 
apply ona ‘*‘tour ” of the rooms. 

OU: the 500 or 600 persons emploved in 
the bureau, a large majority are ladies, 
and sme of the most difficult and 
r-sponsivie work is performed by lady 
experts. 

‘oe burean turns out an average of 
$10). 000 in notes printed daily. 

Tie redemption division of the 
Tre surv is one of the most interesting 
wt busiest. Here worn ‘and mutilated 
banuk-notes, retired from ciroulation, 
are examined and counted previous to 
being «ancelied, Every year currency to 
the value of 200.000 is counted, can- 
ce!led and destroyed. 

Thecounting is done by female 
clerks, many of whom acwyuire great skill 
and seldom makea mistake. Some of 
these ‘* countesses”’ have been at work 
ten years or more, and have handled 
many millions of dollars.

The Parnell Commission. 

LonpDon, Nov. 27.—At the sitting 
of the Parnell commission to-day 
Sergeant Gilhooly testified con- 
cerning the outrages. He said an 
increase of police has been neces- 
sary at Castle Island; that since 
1880 the pohce ferce has been 
doubled, Prior to the founding of 
the League in 1880, the district had 
been quiet, afterwards, however, 
outrages have been geueral.

MONTREAL, Nov. 27.—One of the 
most severe storms of snow and 
wind, known here for years, be- 
gan over the province of Ontaric 
Sunday evening and still continues. 
The wind at times, blew as hard as 
seventy miles per hour; the streets 
and surrounding country are cov- 
ered with snow-drifts, ten feet 
deep in places, and the most severe 
cold prevails. The borse-car lines 
have stopped running, and forty- 
four people were picked up in the 
streets by the police Sunday night, 
who were unable to make their 
way through the storm, being 
either benumbed by the cold or 


bewildered by the wind. The 
storm was felt more severely on 
the Lower St. Lawrence than any- 
where else.

Both eheddar and Gloucester are flat 
cheeses; and are worth 28 cents. 

“ The genuine Gruyére chéeseé comes 
from Switzerland, although an inferior 
article fs made in France. 

‘‘The Swiss Gruyere ‘chees® measnres 
three feet across. Four cheeses, weigh- 
ing about 150 pounds, are packed in a 
tub for exportation. Swiss Gruyere is 
worth 25 cents per pound. | 

‘* Roquefort cheese is mazie from the 
milk of goats, ripenéd in limestotie'caves. 
Each cheese weighs five pounds and is 
worth 35 cents per pounds, “An old French 
gentleman, residing on’ Staten Island, 
owns a largé herd -of goats and makes 
a very fair article of Raquefort cheese. 
He suppiies. quite a number of dealers 
and is worth quite a little fortune wade 
in the business. 


“Camembert cheese ts fmported in 


boxes of five dozen pieses ‘and whole- 
sales at $3.50 per dozen.’ ‘Pout i Eveque 
is worth $3 per dozen and fromace de 
Brie $1.50 per pece. Nevufcbatel, a 
species of pot-cheese, is worth 10 cents 
per portion. Limburger made here is 
worth 12 cents. | 

‘*The bright red Edam chcese from 
Holland, as round as a cannon ball and 
almost as hard, is worth $10 a case ofa 
dozen loaves. 

‘« Parmesan cheese, almost excinsively 


used in the preparation’ of macaroni, 


comes from Hily tn tubs containing five 
loaves, arid is worth 28 cents per pound. 

‘* The favorite cheese of the Italians is 
the Caecio Cavallo or. hopge-head cheese, 
which is shipped te, this couatry from 
Napies, and retails at 30 cents. 

‘It is only a question of a very Iittlo 
time when all these varieties of foreign 
cheese can: be successfully réproduced 
here in our own dairies.” 


A remarkable custom exists among the 
Roumanians living im the westerly Curpa- 
thians. Every year, at the Feast of the 
Aposties Peterand Paul, a marketis held 
ou the crest of the Gaina, from 5,000 to 
6,000 feet above the level'of the sea, and 
here all the marriageable girls of the 
entire district assem bte with their parents 
in order to be viewed and claimed. 

Mothers, aunts, grandmothers, and 
various other female friends contribute 
to the dowry, and this completed, it is 
carried to the market on the Gaina ip 
heatly’ made trunks, decorated with 
flowers and-carried by. the family’s best 
horses. Cattle, bees, and other house- 
hold requisites are also added to the 
dowry. 

On the Gaina every family which has 
@ marriageable daughter occupies a dis- 
tinct tent,in which the dowry is ‘ex- 
hibited, and io which the bride-viewers 
are expected. @ 


The bachelors, too, are accompan'ed 
by parents or relataves, in whose com- 
pany they inspect the girls who are 
eligible. The young men bring the best 
they possess, and each must particularly 
come with a girdle of gold or siiver. 

After the brides are chosen tte public 
betrothal takes ‘piace, being conducted 
by @ bermit who lives in this lonely s] ot. 
The mark of betrothal is not a ring, 
but @ beautifully embroidered handker- 
chief. The beirothal is in many Cases 
pre-arranged, but the ceremony must be 
gone through all the same,
